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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record neither anticipates nor renders obvious all of the limitations recited in the base 
claims. Specifically, a light emitting device comprising: 

• a laminated body including a layer containing a light emitting substance over and in 
direct contact with the first electrode, a layer having an acceptor level over and in direct 
contact with the laminated body, a layer having a donor level over and in direct contact 
with the layer having the acceptor level, and a second electrode over and in direct 
contact with the layer having the donor level, wherein the layer having the acceptor level 
comprises both a material with a hole transporting property and a material with an 
electron accepting property, and the layer having the donor level comprises both a 
material with an electron transporting property and a material with an electron donating 
property (claim 1). 

• a laminated body including a layer containing a light emitting substance over and in 
direct contact with the first electrode, a first layer containing a first substance of which a 
hole mobility is higher than an electron mobility and a second substance that can accept 
an electron from the first substance over and in direct contact with the laminated body, a 
second layer containing a third substance of which an electron mobility is higher than a 
hole mobility and a forth substance that can donate an electron to the third substance

with the second layer (claim 6).
